First Witness Called. 

J. Bruce Reid, a Charleston newspa- 
per man, the first witness, said he was 
sent to thé Paint Creek mine section 
last June after two shcotings had oc- 
curred. 

He said he was shown at 
builet holes in houses, where mine 
guards told him striking miners had 
attacked the boarding house of mine 
guards, 

Two weeks later he said he investl- 
gated the death of an Italian 6n Paint 
creek. 

“There was a question as to whether 
he had teen murdered in cold blood,” 
Said Mr. Reid, “or whether he had been 
killed in a legitimate fight between 
miners and mine guards. Different 
mine guards told me three different 
stories of the killing I formed my 
own conclusion.” 

Mr. Reid said he had seen one of 
the findings of the military commis- 
sion which sentenced a miner to sev- 
en years in the penitentiary for swear- 
ing at a military officer. He was 
later released. 

He said he saw fifty or sixty men 
arraigned at once by the military com- 
mission. 

“They were on trial for participation 
in the ‘battle of Muclow,’” said the 
witness, “and they were charged with 
conspiracy to murder.” Twelve of these 
men, the witness said, were sent to

TRIG SYSTEM 
INDORSED BY ATHENS 


Extension of Duke Lines to At- 
lanta Via Athens Being 
Warmly Supported. 


Athens, Ga., June 10.—(Special.)— 
The chamber of commerce of Athens i{s 
taking up the matter of the proposed 
extension of the Duke electric lines 
from Anderson, S. C., to Atlanta and is 
working with the view of bringing the 
line through Athens. 

Word has been received here to the| 
effect that if the territory between 
Anderson and Atlanta really wants 
the road and will offer the movement 
to extend it sufficient encouragement 
Mr. Duke is prepared to authorize its 
construction, 

It apparent, however, that the 
materialization of the plan will de- 
pend entirely upon the activity of the 
people of the territory directly in- 
terested. It seems certain that with 
reasonable co-operation the line will 
assuredly be extended to Atlanta, giv- 
ing direct communication from Atlan- 
ta Winston-Salem, through Ander- 
son, Greenville, Spartanburg sand 
Charlotte of an electric line built in 
every way upon a standard gauge 
railroad basis and on which is being 
now a regular train service 
being turned over to the 
Southern railroad at Greenville—a 
whole train of cars simply being 
transferred from one track the 
other. 

There is not a more up-to-date elec- 
world than the Duke 
lines. It is proposed to extend the 
system from Winston-Salem to Nor- 
folk, reaching the ocean there, and ‘f 
proper encouragement is received it 
will be connected with the network 
of railroads centering in Atlanta.

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PEAGHTREE WORK 
WILL BE STARTED 


Public Works Committee of 
the Fulton County Board 
Will Hold Meeting This 


Morning. 


When the public works committee 
of the county commission meets at 10 
o'clock this morning Chairman Shel- 
by Smith will offer a resolution urg- 
ing that work be started immediately 
to improve Peachtree street between 
Fifteenth street and Buckhead. 

Chairman mith stated Tuesday that 
he has prepared the resolution and 
had decided to offer it even before he 
Was approached by a delegation’ of 
of property owners and citizens, who 
are interested in the improvement of 
that beautiful and much § traversed 
section of the city. 

An Essential Project. 
realize, and I am sure every 
member of the county commission 
realizes, that the improvement of 
Peachtree from Fifteenth to the city 
limits is one of the most essential 
projects confronting the county,” 
Chairman Smith said. “I am anxious 
that the work be started at once. By 
stripping the street of the old surface 
and repairing it the county will re- 
lieve the conditions. However, I do 
propose to try and make a per- 
/manent improvement by simply re- 
pairing it. The street needs a new 
pavement, and the sooner the county 
does the work the greater will be the 
saving in the cost and the comfort 
of the people who use the thorough- 
fare.” 

Members of the county commission 
agree that Peachtree is the most im- 
portant thoroughfare of Atlanta. It 
not only absorbs practically all. the 
traffic of the city, but it is the only 
beautifu] thoroughfare through whicna 
visitors are taken to see the most 
splendid residential section of the 
state. 

Strong pressure has been brought 
to bear on the commissioners to put 
down a new pavement this year, but 
because of the press of other im- 
provements in other parts of the city 
it has been found thatthe work could 
not be started this year. 

New Pavement Next Year. 

Chairman Smith believes that the 
best plan for the county to pursue 
is to send a squad of men out to re- 
pair the street. He claims that it can 
be put in first-class condition for the 
time being and next year the county 
can do a new job. The property own- 
ers and citizens want relief and are 
determined to have something done 
this year. It is understood that they 
will be satisfied if the county will 
repair the pavement this year and put 
the street down new next year. 

Chairman Smith will outline his 
plans to the committee Wednesday 
morning. He says he has little doubt 
but that it will meet with the ap- 
proval of the entire committee and 
that within thirty days the repair 
squad will be a work.

Mrs. Kellar leaped from: the bed, 
She said, and after Struggling with 
the murderer, drove him from the 
house. She then gave the alarm and 
soon a posse was searching for the 
slayer. 

Two children were sleeping. beside 
Mrs. Kellar, who was in a room ad- 
joining that in which her husband and 
the 77-year-old girl slept. It is be- 
lieved the murderer intended to ki’i 
the two small children also. There 
is no clue to the murderer. 

Nathan Kellar, brother of the mur- 
dered man, testified at the inquest 
that Arthur carred $1,000 insurance 
and his wife was the beneficiary. 
There was an insurance policy of 
$1,000 on the life of Margaret, the 
wounded daughter, the brother said, 
but he was not sure who was the 
beneficiary. 

According to other testimony Kellar 
and his wife had quarreled frequently. 

Mrs. Kellar’s description of the 
murderer Was vague. 
fied that Mrs, Kellar, when she ap- 
peared at a neighbor’s house and told

Ipswich, Mass., June 10.—One wom- 
an was shot and killed, seven other 
persons were wounded by bullets and 
many others, including several po- 
licemen, were hurt’ by flying missiles 
in a strike riot outside of the Ipswich 
Hosiery mills tonight. Fifteen per- 
sons, including leaders of the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World, were ar- 
rested. 

The dead woman was Nocoletta 
Paudelopeulou, aged 27, a spectator of 
the fight. Five of the wounded were 
hurried to the Salem hospital 
automobile.

Officers were rushed here in auto- 
mobiles from Salem, but order had 
been restored, before their arrival. The 
actual fighting did not last more than 
five minutes.

Officers began firing and 
the mob broke and fled. 

Several victims of bullets were 
stretched on the pavement. Blood was 
trickling down the faces of many of 
the officers where broken bottles and 
bricks had hit them.

In this effort to 
land another job for Mr. Hitch, Sena- 
tor Smith said he had been co-operat- 
ing with Senator Bacon. 
In his statement to The Constitu- 
tion representative last night Senator 
Bacon said Mr. Hitch was his candi- 
date for collector and he had no setond 
Choice until Hit¢h was given some 
federal appointment equally as good 
the collectorship now held by Hen- 
ry S. JacvKson. Among the places he 
has sought for Mr. Hitch was that of 
commissioner of internal revenue, 
which was awarded to William H. O8- 
borne, of North Carolina, 
Then he indorsed Mr. Hitch to Secre- 
tary of State Bryan for a position in 
the State department. In this latter 
indorsement Senator Smith joined. 
No Sign of Compromise. 
Neither of the two Georgia senators 
have shown any disposition today to 
get together. Both are- standing out 
firmly for their men. A’ solution is 
forecast in the willingness of both 
senators to get something for Mr. 
Hitch, who will then be out of the 
way. He was Senator Bacon’s clerk 
for years, and was also executive clerk 
under Senator Hoke Smith when the 
latter was governor. He was also con- 
nected with Smith headquarters dur- 
ing the last gubernatorial campaign. 
In discussing the controversy which 
has arisen between him and Senator 
Bacon over the collectorship of inter- 
nal revenue, the only federal officials 
in Georgia having state-wide jurisdic- 
tion, Senator Smith said today: 
“fT am surprised to learn of any ob- 
jection to ex-Senator Blalock for the 
position of collector of internal reve- 
nue. Before indorsing him I consult- 
ed Senator Bacon and most of the con- 
gressmen. I thought all favored his 
appointment. At one time Senator Ba- 
con spoke of Mr. Calvin Hitch for the 
position, but since then we have joint- 
ly pressed his appointment to another 
position. I am cordially for Blalock, 
and have no second choice. I have 
joined with Senator Bacon in present- 
ing Mr. Hitch for a place in the state 
department, and I had understood from 
Mr. Hitch that he had abandoned all 
idea of applying for the position of 
collector. I am surprised at this lat- 
est development.”

MINE STRIKE WAR 
IN WEST VIRGINIA 


Continued From Page One. 
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The witness said that last March he 
attended three trials before the mili- 
tary commission at Pratt in the Paint 
Creek secticn. 

“Mother Jones and about ninety- 
eight other prisonets were to be tried,” 
sald Mr. Reld. 

Nabbed for Interview. 

Mr. Reid said he was arrested for 
interviewing “Mother Jones,’ but was 
later released. 

He described the procedure before 
the military tribunal and said that the 
miners tried were allowed to be repre- 
sented by counsel. They were Kept 
in a “bull pen” while awaiting trial. 

Mr. Reid reviewed the three declara- 
tions of martial law and the actions 
of the three military commissions. 

“The first two commissions did not 
try prisoners in public,” he said, “not 
until the last commission created were 
the proceeding in the trial] made pub- 
hic.” 

During the examination of Mr. Reid, 
“Mother Jones” entered the committee 
room. 

Durine the disorder, Mr. Reid said, 
the civil courts were in session and 
were not prevented from exercising 
their functions. 

Former Representative Joseph R. 
Gaines was called to describe the 
judicial procedure of West Virginia 
and jurisdiction of the various courts. 
He said ‘he various courts had been 
open and working throughout the af- 
fected district at all times. 

State Constitution Read. 

Opening his case under the section 
of the senate resolution authorizing 
the investigation which directs an in- 
quiry into this subject, Senator Borah, 
at a brief session of the committee 
this afternoon, read into the record 
several excerpts from the constitu- 
tion of West Virginia. The first wa3 
the provision declaring that the con- 
stitution of the state and of the 
United States shal] always be in ef- 
fect. The second provison declared 
that under no circumstance shall the 
right of habeas corpus be denied. The 
third was the usual provision that no 
citizens shall be deprived of life, 
liberty or property without due pro- 
cess of law. The fourth set forth that 
the military authority shall no super- 
sage the civil powers, even under the 
plea of necessity. and others provided 
for trial by jury in open court for all 
criminal offenses. 

The activity of the state authorities 
in connection with the strike will be 
proved by the committee, in view of 
these constitutional guarantees, ani 
the charge that the mine workers have 
not been accorded their full rights 
will be investigated with these pro- 
visions tn mind. 

Neither the attorneys for the mine 
operators nor the workers were pre- 
pareky to begin the examination of 
witnesses when the committee opened 
its hearing this afternoon and the first 
Witness was not called until the com- 
mittee met tonight. A formidable ar- 
ray of counsel was on hand, however. 

Two lengthy preliminary statements 
were filed with the committee by at- 
torneys for the operators. The first 
was filed for the operators generally 
and the second for the Paint Creek coul- 
lieries company. Both these pleas of 
“not guilty,” and both denied in de- 
tail and in tot the charges made in 
the resolution passed by the senate au- 
thorizing the inquiry. The operators 
in their brief made the counter charge 
that the United Mine Workers of 
America in its attempts “tev organize” 
the coal miners in the West Virginia 
field was responsible for the violence 
which has characterized the strike. 

Deny Knowledge of Peonage. 

“We know of no system of peonagse 
and believe none exists or has been 
practiced in the fields,” said the brief. 
An investigation by the department of 
justice found no such system, it held. 
Specific denials were made that the 
postal service had been interfered with, 
that the immigration laws had been 
violated and that rights of citizens 
had been violated. 

“On the question of the trials of cit- 
izens under martial law, the brief de- 
fended former Governor Glasscock for 
declaring martial law, and Governor 
Hatfield for continuing it. 

“The situation confronting the gov- 
ernor on September 2, 1912,’’ said the 
brief, ‘“‘was a terrible one; rarely since 
the days of 1861-65 has the executive

The proceedings under martial law, 
the brief held, has been declared le- 
gal by the supreme court of appeals 
of the state. The operators declared

DID BURR PLOT TO 
DISMEMBER THE UNION? 


Aaron Burr, one of the most picturesque 
men in America in the early part of the past 
century, solemnly asserted shortly before his 
death: “I am not a libertine; I am not a 
murderer; I am not atraitor. I never broke 
a promise to a woman in my Hfe. [I did not 
intend to kill Hamilton and did not shoot 
first. I never got within ten thousand 
leagues of a wish to break up the United 
States by a separatist or secessionist move- 
ment, though I did hope to establish an 
empire in Mexico and to become its em- 
peror.” 

If Burr was telling the truth his actions 
must have been grossly misunderstood. When 
he failed to attain military honors in the 
revolutionary war and withdrew disap- 
pointed, he turned to law and politics. He 
was about to have his ambitions gratified 
when he tied Thomas Jefferson in the elec- 
toral college for president of the United 
States. But when Alexander Hamilton de- 
clared for Jefferson, to vent his hate Burr 
challenged the popular statesman to a duel 
and killed him. <A wave of popular hatred 
immediately spread over the country, and 
Burr's political hopes were doomed. 

It was then that he formed the most 
gigantic plot ever conceived by an American, 
some of the exact details of which will 
always remain a mystery. The western por- 
of the United States was sparsely set- 

Louisiana had just been purchased 
France, and a great part of its inhabi- 
tants were unreconciled. Mexico, including 
Texas. was still a Spanish province, and the 
l'nited States entertained no friendly spirit 
for that nation. 

Burr was able to take in the whole situ- 
ation and to foresee something big for him- 
direction.

Did 
Burr plan to combine these malcontents and 
pioneers into a filibustering army, swoop 
down upon Texas and Mexico, capture the 
whole Louisiana tract and induce the west- 
ern states to leave the union, an to carve 
out a huge southern and western empire, 
making New Orleans the headquarters, with 
himself as ruler? He is charged with hav- 
ing entertained this idea. 

It is hard at this day, seeing what a great 
nation we have become, to understand the 
early unrest of the young republic. There 
were many who still longed for a monarchy 
and believed that the republic was not sub- 
Stantially founded. From documents and 
testimony it seems certain that Burr suc- 
ceeded in interesting a portion of the army, 
and more than one famous statesman in as 
much of his conspiracy as he dared reveal. 

His first effort was to recruit a filibuster- 
ing army. To prepare a temporary head- 
quarters for them he purchased thousands 
of acres of land on the Wichita river. He 
was able to raise a very large sum of money 
and seemed to be succeeding in obtaining 
an army sufficient to carry out his project. 
He further declared—probably without foun- 
dation—that an English fleet had agreed to 
co-operate with him. 

The plan was nearly ripe and the first 
blow was about to be struck when General 
Wilkinson, who was an accomplice of Burr's, 
became alarmed and sent secret word of the 
whole project, as he understood it, to Presi- 
dent Jefferson. Quick action was taken by 
the president to crush the insurrection. Burr 
was arrested for high treason and was put 
on trial in May, 1807. He fought the charges, 
and, aided by Andrew Jackson and some of 
the best legal talent in America, succeeded 
in gaining an acquittal. But he was forced to 
leave America at once, and was forbidden 
to return. 

It was not for many 
he did return, and then in disguise. 
penniless and unwelcomed, the man who not 
many years before had received an equal 
number of electoral votes with Thomas Jef- 
ferson. His genius enabled him to win a new 
fortune at law. He added to his wealth by 


vears afterward that 
tie was 


marrving a rich widow. who left him after 
he had squandered most of her fortune. Hard 
luck again, and finally, old, infirm, 
poor, his former friends, his fam- 
ily gone, Aaron Burr became an object of

Purchase of Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois Among Subjects 
to Be Investigated.

Washington, June 10.—Affairs of the 
St. Louis and San Francisco railroad, 
now in receivers’ hands, were the sgub- 
ject of attack In both houses of con- 
gress today.\ The senate, through the 
passage of the Kenyon resolution, 
called on the interstate commerce com- 
mission to investigate the affairs of 
th road and furnish complete infor- 
mation as to its relations with the Chi- 
cago and Eastern lllinois road and as 
to the extent and the present owner- 
ship of its bonds and other securities. 
A demand for a special investigation 
a committee of congress was made 
in the house by Representative Hine- 
baugh, of Illinois, in a resolution ask- 
ing for a thorough probe of the road’s 
operations. The Hinebaugh resolution 
would direct the commission to recom- 
mend a law to govern the reorganiza- 
tion of railroads generally. 

During consideration of the Kenyon 
resolution Senator Newlands said 
members of the interstate commerce 
commission would welcome the oppor- 
tunity to go into the affairs of the 
bankrupt road. 

“T hope the interstate commerce 
commission will take up the greater 
question of the control of the issuing 
of securities and the supervision of 
holding companies, and will recom- 
mend a law that will establish proper 
restraints,’ he said. 

Senator Newlands declared there had 
been “great laxity” regarding the cap- 
italization and issuance of stocks and 
bonds of railroads as evidenced by the 
fact that the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco system had obligations of nearly 
$75,000 per mile.

MAY BE ELIMINATED

of the anti-dumping clause of the 
Underwood tariff bill, which would ex- 
act additional duties on imports sold 
in this country at less than the foreign 
market price, was recommended to- 


tee in charge of the administrative fea- 
}tures of the measure. 

his clause as it passed the house 
i'was not extended to articles on the 
‘free list and was objected to by the 
‘senate leaders on the ground that it 
'was discriminatory. It was first pro- 
|posed that the provision be amended 
'to include 
finally abandoned, many senators con- 
cluding that the clause is impractica- 
/ble and that it would precipitate re- 
'taliatory action by foreign nations 
which would be disadvantageous to the 
extension of American trade in the 
markets of the world. 

The clause would provide that goods 
'sold here at less than the foreign price 
should be dutiable at a rate equal to 
the difference between the consign- 
ment and home market price, goods du- 
tiable at fifty per cent or more to be 
exempt. 

The recommendation to eliminate the 
provision’ has not yet been passed on 
oy the majority members of the 
finance committee, but it will come up 
torether with the recommendation to 
eliminate the provision granting a five 
per cent duty discount on goods im- 
ported in American-owned or _  con- 
trolled vessels, to which objection was 
made by foreign nations. 

Another provision objected to by for- 
cign countries, which would require 
foreign manufacturers to submit their 
books in cases of valuation disputes, 
is certain to be modified if not strick- 
en from the bill.

subcommittee reports and_e ratified 
changes in the chemical and. lumber 
schedules, which materially enlarge the 
free list.

The Underwood bill 
made oats dutiable at ten cents a 
hushel with oatmeal and rolled oats 
on the free list. In equalizing them, 
the senate agricultural subcommittee 
decided today to recommend a duty of 
six cents on oats, except for feed, 
which shall be nine cents, and a duty 
of thirty cents per hundred Pounds on 
oatmeal and rolled oats.. In addition 
to the prcposed countervailine duty on 
cattle, another provision being con- 
Sidered is that cattle should not come 
in free from any country which does 
not require as rigid inspection of jive 
animals as does the United States.
